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CATHOLIC JOURNAUSM. 
The Catholic journals published 
in the United SUtM do aot nothre 
that npport wUdi is due them. It 
Is the almost universal experience 
of Catholic publishers that for the 
amount of hard work they do in 
building up and oouduotiuf thair 
newspapers they get very meager 
returns. We know that it has been 
up-hill work to get the Ktntueky 
Irish American on ito feet, and had 
it not been for our many good 
friends and loyal supporters we 
would have failed long ago, like 
other Catholic papers faaretofoi* 
published in Ix)uisville. 

In every Catholic diocese in this 
country the Right Reverend Bishops 
ttf|C the teithful to subscribe for at 
least oneCat'iolic journal. Certainly 
there are few so poor that they 
can not pay at the rat* of less than 
ten cents a month far n paper which 
publishes Catholic news. Here in 
the diocese of I/)ui8ville we have 
two Catholic new s papers printed in 
the Bnglish language. The Record, 
published by the Right Reverend 
Bishop as his official organ, and 
ably edited by the Very Rev. Louis 
O. Deppen, and the Kentucky Irish 
American. The Record does not 
try to enter the same field as this 
journal and the interests of the 
papers do not conflict. It seems to 
us that the members of all the Eng- 
lish speaking congregations in the 
dty can afford to take both papers, 
the Record to get the official news 
and the Kentucky Irish American 
- jto get the general Catholic news of 
/the oongregatioaa, the .Catholic 
social news and other matters of 
interest. 

If the publishers had the thne to 
go around among the various mem- 
bers of the congregations to solicit 
subscribers we are confident that 
every one would be on our list, 
but ttis beinc out of the question, 
we have to depend on our friends to 
send in their names. It will be the 
aim of the publishers to improve 
the paper from week to week a.s 
our means permit, and on this, the 
beginning of our seventh year, we 
urge our old subaeribcrt to renew 
their subscriptions and to fet others 
to patronize the paper. 

The Kentucky Irish American is 
a Catholic paper, it is a non-partissn 
paper and it is the friend of organ- 
ized labor. It gives all the news of 
the Catholic societies and devotes 
money, time and space to the pro- 
motion of all that is benefidal to 
the Catholics in the community, 
whether they be Irish- Americans, 
German- Americans or native Amer- 
icans. ' 

THBTAXlNaLAWS. 

The editorial in the Kentucky 
Irish American last week calling 
attention to the proposed change in 
the tax ing lawn, wher^ mcrdmnts 
-hufscturers will be allowed 
to pay a license instead of ad valo- 
rem Uses, attracted a good deal of 
attention and favorable comment. 
Several of the Council men and Al- 
dermen who read the article say 
they will do a good deal of investi- 
gating and thinking before they 
will consent to any change. It is 
not obligatory upon the General 
Council to pass the ordinance chang- 
ing the present system. A great 
deal of opposition is being devel- 
oped against the proposed measure, 
it being the evident purpose of the 
ordinance to place all the taxes 
upon real estate owners. 

There ought to be no hurry about 
passing the ordinance. As we ob- 
served last week, it ought not to be 
voted on at all until its provisions 
are published and given the widest 
discnsiion. It is conceded by law- 



yers who have given the subject 
some consideration that the change 
in the taxing system will lead to 
litigation, and that possibly the 
city will be unable to collect under 
the proposed ordinance until the 
Court of Appeals construes the law. 
This beiug the case, the General 
Council ought to go tHorn. It Is 
conceded by the merchants and 
manufacturers themselves that the 
valuations placed upon manufactur- 
ing and meroantile p ropert y by the 
City Assessor under the present 
system are fair and equitable. This 
being so, the necessity for a change 
is not apparent, unless the manu- 
facturers and business men want to 
escape the payment of all city taxes 
and ptace the hnrden upon real 
estate. 

THB PRBMDBNTIAL C0NTB8T. 

The Democratic party will bold 

its National Convention for the nom- 
ination of a candidate for President 
iu St. Louis next week. Prom 
present indieatfcms the convention 
will be the most interesting one 
held by the party for many years 
past. On the platform and the 
nominee will depend the future suc- 
cess of the party. 

It is conceded by nearly all think- 
ing men, without regard to party 
affiliation, that the ticket nomi- 
nated by the Republicans at Chi- 
cago has many elements of strength. 
To begin witii, it has money and 
organisation, and is in power in a 
large majority of the States. 
Roosevelt, it is true, is not popular 
with the leaders in his own party, 
but be has whst is better — a strong 
following among the people, and it 
will be a difficult task to defeat him, 
even should his own party friends 
l)etray him, as is intimated in many 
quarters they will do. 

The democratic party has a fight- 
ing chance if it puta a good plat- 
form and a conservative man before 
the people. It is priodpie, not men, 
that ought to control in a Prtiidta- 
tial contest after all. One thing Is 
certain, the Republicans Will not 
have a walk-over, as some of them 
affect to believe. One little mis- 
takt on the part of the party In 
power may change the result in a 
day, as it did when the phrase 
"Rum, Romanism and Rebdlion" 
defeated Blaine. After the issues 
are made up in St. Louis next week 

the campaign promises to be a lively 
one.

The Oentral Council hsapussd 

the ordinance for a bond issue of 
$3,500,000 for new sewers and 
street reconstruction. This is a 
non>partiaan mtaaure, and when 
the question comes up at the polls 
in November Democrats and Repub- 
licans alike should vote for it.

A society 
establisbed by Christ in order to lead 
men to heaven, the church has undoubted 
power to make racb laws and rcgnlationa 
as she Jedgas aaccaaary for har praaarra- 
tloa, tasr proapailtr sad tbeattsisaieat of 
tba aad (or which aha waa laaUtatad. 
Now amoiv the itic laws aUdvbeosMS 
of their major Inportaace, axt called 
specifically commandments or the pre- 
cepts of the church, there is one concern- 
init whose obllKotion and scope not a few 
Catholics Hp(>ear to entertain notions 
rather hazy than distinct. The religions 
duty iociuabent upon the laity to oon- 
tribote to the st^poit d their paatora la 
perhaps SMfs lapatfaetly oadecstood 
thaa aosk othar obUfsttoas oC tiw Chris- 
dsaUfe. 

One reaaon for snch imperfect know- 
ledge i* doubtless the comparatively 
cursory treatment accorde<l to the fifth 
precept of the church by the teacher in 
the Sunday-acbool. As the fulfillment of 
the precept, the contributing to the sup- 
port of the paator, lacka the elemeat of 
actaality ao far as tbs AOdraa ta the 
catachiam daaa era eoaes t a e d, the eapla- 
aatkm ntnally given of tbk command- 
ment is probably more superficial than 
thorough. Obedience thereto will not 
become a practical question for the class 
until the boya and girls become men 
and women, so the precept doe* not 
receive all the attention and insistence 
that la givea to moral duties of more 
Immediate interest aad iaiport to the 
young. 

Ut it be said, thea, that the lay Catho- 
lic who doas aot ooatribole la prapottlon 
to hia maSBi to the anpport, the con- 
gruous aMiatenaace of bis pailab priest, 

is a flagrantly dishonest debtor. He is 
guilty of patent injustice and is unques- 
tionably bound to make restitution, just 
as he would be were be to refuae pay- 
ment of « legitimate debt to hia oiedical 
doctor. Hia obligation to pay bis quota 
of the prieat's salary is not derived from 
ecdeaiaaticsl law only, from the fifth 
precept of tlw choroh. It Is foaaded 
upon the aataral law aad upon dlviae 
legislation aa well, aa a little reflection 
will make evident. 

A parish prieat's vocation obliges him 
to attend to the immediate service of 
God and the care of souls. He is in 
ooascqnence debarred from aeeking the 
emoluments of other profeadona and of 
bnsiuMa pnranita. The moat elementary 
oooceptlaa of Jostioe dearly teachea that, 
belaff ao dabsnad, be haa erery right to 
lo6k for hia sappoit to those with whoae 
apiritnal welfare he la charged, in whoae 
behalf be habitually labors. In these 
daya of labor unions and trade combina- 
tiona, when we bear so much about "a 
fair day's pay for a fair day's work," it 
ought to be unneceaaary to remind any 
member of a pariah that rhe paator ia by 
no means the the leaat diligent and itren- 
non* laborer of the oommnaity, aad that 
thoee pariahioaefs who aeglsct to eoa- 
trihate to his anppoct are gail^ of the 
da aa nnjoat eai^kqrera who defeaad lab- 
orera of thdr w ag e s s sla which ia one 
of the four whoss aMUoa la ao manifeat 
that they are asid to cry to hs s tea for 
vengemc e.

It is to America that the eyea of the 
Frencli religions coniniunities will prob- 
ably be turning as their next land of 
refuge, writes a London correspondent. 
At the preaent moment these refugees are 
about the otie hope of English lande<I 
proptieton, who an auioiu to nU their 
hoiuM ud eatataa. tt aow ia aloioat im- 
possible to sell etUtea, or eren tolat them 
iu England. Times an not such aa to 
encourage Bagllsb smart folk to take an 
extra country seat for a year or so, much 
less buy one, and the wealthy Americans 
who come over to England are seldom at- 
tracted lo these estates that the owners 
are most anxious to sell. Americans bny- 
ing places in Rngland want the old cas- 
tles and such like historic dwelling places 
which are moatly entirely ont of the power 
of their owneia to aell. It ia ont-of-ttae. 
way estates and manaioaa that can be 
purchased, and theae. while not appealing 
to the American millionaires, are espe- 
cially suited to the different religious 
communities — most of them are enor- 
mously wealthy which ard l)eing ex- 
pelled from France. Too large a sprink- 
ling of these bodies of Romau Catholics, 
however, are in the eyes of the Kuglish 
not at all pleasing. The "Popish inva- 
sion," aa it ia called, would be demurred 
against if it grew too latfi, and this is 
why it ia believed that America will be 
the next land of refuge. Belgium i«as, 
of course, the first thought of theae refn- 
gees, on account of the same language 
being spoken, but the Kree Thinkers, 
who are so strong there, make trouble for 
the religions parties and turn their feast 
day processions into free fights, so that 
others leaving PnuMe are aaaking noie 
peaceful qnattera. 

The Barl cl Adibnrnhan. who ia the 
second RouMn CathoUe in Bngland, the 
nuke of Norfolk being the fifil, haa lent 
I'cmbrcy.his splemlid estate in Carmar- 
thenshire, Wales, to one of these com- 
munities, who are noted for their cheese- 
making. Another body of these French 
refugees are negotlattng for aa m»a»» In 
Devonshire. 

200,000 



Each day brings more startling evi- 
dence of the progress the Gaelic language 
ia making. Government leturns just 
made oat ahow that, whareaa only 313 
pnpili of the primary adMiola wefe learn- 
ing Irish three years ago, 92,619 children 
of the national schools of the country 
were studying their own language on 
neceniber :<1 last year, which signifies 
that upward of 1(»0,(KK) children of tlic 
national schools of the country alone are 
learning it today. It ia concluded that 
another 100,000 are being Uught Irish 
in the evening achoola, intermediate 
aehoola, Chriatlan Biothera' achoola and 
Oaelic League dasaea. Bnthnaiaam for 
their language among the youth of the 
whole country is unbounded and infec- 
tious. Srnce the restoration of their lan- 
guage to the \Vels!i anil the Bohemiana 
there bus not been in ICurope any paral- 
lel for this magnificent Gaelic revival. 
It ia aatonlAing none more than the 
wise beads among onraelves— the emi- 
nently practical ones— who pooh-poohed 
the Gaelic revival at ita atart, and who 
for yeaia obatlnateljr taking firm hold 
upon the haarta and the aonla of the peo- 
ple, and whose eyea are nowadays being 
forcibly o))ened, making them see how 
silly, after all, it is to be wise. It is 
pathetic now to see the struggles of some 
of these men with the profound mysteries 
of ta an )a te in the Gaelic primer.

IRELAND. 

Record of tiie Host Important of 
the Recent BvenU Culled 



A number of evicte<l tenants on the 
CoolgrcHiiy estate have lieen already 
reinstate<l in their old holdings. 

We regret to annonnee the death of 
Lord Fowancourt, whldi toOkidacein 
London. The deceaaad noUeman was 
conti^ct-d with muf enterpriaea in Ire- 
land. 

The Most Rev. Dr. Clancy, Bishop of 
BIphin, haa introdnoad th«. Franciacan 
Miadonarlaa of Mary into hie diocese. 
Loiwhclyatt Hooaa, Conntjr Roacommon, 
once the realdenee of Lord Dillon, ia now 
occupied by nuns of the order. 

John Redmond, M. P., Chairman of the 
Irish Parliamentary party, will sail for 
America abonC August 22, and will be 
preaent at the national convention of the 
United Iiidi Laogne of America, which 
will be held in New YM City on August 
30 and 

Mary Riordan, who died recently at 
Macrooni, County Cork, attained the re- 
markable age of 10') years. She was a 
fluent Gaelic speaker and posse ascd an 
extraordinary fund of folk lore and 
poetry, which she took delight in im- 
parting to students of the Irish language. 

As the outcome of the Bandon Indus- 
tries .Association a hosiery factory has 
lieen established in the town, and the 
Department of Agriculture have agreed 
to have an instructress sent by the Cork 
Technical Committee, whom they will 
pay during the initial atagea. Sir John 
Amott haa written to aay that he ia pre- 
pared to anbscribe $2,800 toward the 
erection and equipment of a woollen fac- 
tory in the town. 

The death of the Rev. Ilrotlier Joseph 
Nolan, Clontarf, removes a prominent 
and much esteemed member of the Irish 
Christian Brothers. Brother Nolan had 
attained the age of 81, and during his 
long connection with the order his ability 
as an educationalist and hia aelf-ancnficing 
devotion to duty endeared him not only 
to his pupils, but to all who had the priv- 
ilege of bis acquaintance. Brother No- 
lan, who was a native of Tralee, cntere<l 
the order in \S'>9. In IHCT he was one of 
the contingent who were sent to labor in 
far distant Australia. After seven or 
eight yeara' devoted work there, the cli- 
mate not agreeable with hia health, he 
waa reeallcd, and for a long period he 
was connected with the Ipdnattial School 
in Limerick. 

John Redmond, John Dillon, Michael 
Davilt, John Fitzgiblxm and others of ilio 
Irish National leaders, who are being 
proaecuted by Lord De Freyne on the 
ground that they took sides with his ten- 
ants in their atmggle with their landlord, 
will have their trial in October. Al- 
though it ia nearly two yeara aince the 
suit waa instituted, it has been fought 
step by step by the national organization 
until it reached the English House of 
Lords. The venue, as originally laid iu 
the Vice Chancellor's Court in Dublin, 
called for a trial of the case without a 
jury, but after a lengthy struggle the 
English House of Lotda decided against 
Lord De Preyne on that point, and the 
case will now be triad by a apedally ae- 
lectad Jury in Dnhlin. Tlie legal author- 
Itlea in Dublin are now engaged in the 
work of striking the special jury panel 
for the trial of the case. The proceilure 
will be lo select torty-eight names from 
the panel, uotxxiy who has served as a 
juror within the past two years being eli- 
gible for service on the jury. When the 
forty-eight namea have been selected the 
plaintilb and the defendant have the 
right to atrike ont twelve aadi, and from 
the remaining twenty-tour the jury will 
have to be selected.

EDUCATION IN HtBLANft, 



Among countries remarkable for the 
education of their people Ireland will, in 
another generation, hold a place in the 
forefront, writea Seanina MaeManna. It 
is only seventy yearaaiaee we were given 
a eyatem of pahlle edneatlon. At that 
time, aa a reantt of the penal laws, about 
I 'l per cent, only of our people had any 
school education. To-day there are only 
i:{ ]>er cent, of our people, almost entire- 
ly made up of old men and women who 
had not facilities for e<1ucatiou in their 
youth, that can neither read nor write. 
Of all thoae between five and forty-five 
yeara Of age there ia aot 6 per cent, of 
illlteratea. Of thoae between five and fif- 
teen yean of age the percentage not re- 
ceiving education ia utterly insignificant. 
During this century Irehuid wUl awke a 
worthy showing.

One son is well educated an<l the others 
are i)ul to work before they are half 
traiue<l. One son is sent to work at any 
old thing that offers itself, while another 
one is not allowed out until a "genteel" 
opening la found for him. TUa one is 
permitted tq ran the atreeta at night, 
iriiile the othen are carefully ahielded 
from contamination. Somotimca it is the 
eldest who is favored, sometimes the 
youngest; often the prettiest, or the 
bHghtest or the most affectionate. This 
is all wrong. The children of the same 
home should, as far as it is possible, have 
the same care, the same advantages, the 
same chance, the aame love. There 
ahonld be no favoritea. The father and 
the mother ahonld remember that all of 
them have heen equally entmated to them 
by Di«iaeFiov(deace,aad for all of them 
there anat be r e n dered an equal aoconnt-
